Long before daylight he is up, and by 
the time the sheep begin to move he has 
cooked and eaten his breakfast and is ready 
to take up the march again.

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The superstitions belief is an old one, 
that unless the discoverer of s camp meets 
an untimely or bloody end, bis tiad will 
never amount to anything; and this seems 
borne out by facts,since nearly all the dis- 
coverers of the great gold mines in the 
United States, with but few exceptions, 
have, as the saying goes, “died with their 
boots on.” 

Of thirty-eight booming towns in the 
carly days, the locators of twelve were 
killed by bullet, three were buricd im their 
creations by cave-ins and the rest 
away with the tide of immigration, have 
become lost in oblivion or died and were 
buried in og ad graves. 

George H. Fryer, from whom the cele- 
brated “Fryer” of Leadville derives its 
name, died at Denver not long ago from 
an overdose of morphine administered by 
his own hand. Two years previous to his 
death he was worth a million or so; but 
he died a pauper and almost without » 
friend. 

Old Virginny, after whom the “ Consoli- 
dated Virginia” was named, and who acid 
his claim for $25, a pony and a bottle of 
whisky, came to his death by an over- 
dose from a bucking mule near Dayton, Nev. 

Bill Bodie, the discoverer of the great 
Standard mine in Mono county, California, 
slept his life away in & snow storm while 
making his way to the mines. 

Colonel Story, who gave his name to the 
county in Nevada where the Comstock is 
situated, was killed im battle by the Py- 
ramid Lake Indians. 

Thomas Page Comstock died a beggar in 
4 strange land. ‘ Old Pancake,” ashe was 


_known in the mining camps, ecmmitted sui- 


cide at Bozeman, Montana. on September 
27, 1870, by shooting bimeeclf. He was the 
leader of the famous! 7 Lorn expedition 
that was sent out by Nevada capitalists in 
search of the Lost Cabin Mines, supposed 
to be somewhere among the Big Horn 
Mountains. 

The expedition was a failare, and Com- 
stock, whether from disappointment cr 
some other cause, while camped near Boze- 
man, drove a pistol ba:l through Lis head 
and died instantly. Le was buried there 
end his grave is unmarked and unknown. 

Near the wild spot where tweive years 
before the hidJen treasure of Aijer Gulch 
was first revealed to Lim. Wuliam Fair- 
weather was laid down to rest. Like poor 
“old Pancake,” this erratic eotl stranded 
on the shoals of dissipation, al:bough each 
in his day had turned a key—the one eilver, 
the other gollen—which aniocked millions 
for others but nothing for themselves. 

William Farrell, who “struck” Meadow 
Lake, died a victim to remo@&e fn one of 
the leading hospitals of San Francisco, 
“haunted by the spirits of 1,000 deluded 
pioneers and prospectors passing and re- 
passing his dying bed.”

Doughnut Dill, * old Eureke,” Kelee Aus- 
tin, Lloyd Macrader, ‘ Nine-Mile Clark,” 
and George Cankinson, Henry Plummer and 
scores of others died violent deaths in one 
way or another, and reaped nothing from 
the rich finds each had made in his day.
